Solid Jaw and Stationary Base 



Dependable strength and extreme rigidity is ob¬ 
tained in the Morgan line of machinists' vises, by 
the use of a special semi-steel casting and the accu* 
rate milling of the sliding bar to snugly fit the 
broached opening in the base. The jaws are milled 
parallel and have interchangeable tool-steel faces 
which may be renewed when battered or worn thus 
adding years to the life of the vise. The screw is a 
solid steel forging engaging in a malleable iron nut 
Acme threaded. This vise is unsurpassed for 
strength, rigidity and durability. All parts inter¬ 
changeable.

RIGIDITY an all important factor in vises, is 

u feature of the Morgan line. Careful and accurate 
machining of the sliding bar, working to close limits 
insures this extra rigidity, which is so essential. 


THE JAWS of the Morgan vise arc milled parallel and fitted with interchangeable tool 
steel faces. These steel faces are driven on the vise and then held firmly with special tapered screws 
to insure absolute tightness. These jaws may be removed when battered or worn, thus adding years to 
the life of the vise. Our standard jaw faces are diamond cerated to insure a firm gripping power. 


SMOOTH JAWS will be furnished at no extra charge on request, 

THE SCREW is a solid steel forging, cut with Acme threads, and gauged closely to insure 
gripping power. The handle of the screw is one piece, the balls being forged on each end. 

THE NUT in which the screw engages is made of malleable iron and fits snugly into the 
slot of the body of the vise. This part is easily replaceable if necessary.
